Almost the entire French Cabinet 
went into the country yesterday 
speechmaking and the theme of al 
their speeches addressed to Ger- 
many was “capitulate and stop pas- 
sive resistancesin the Ruhr. We will 
not give up the Ruhr in exchange 
for unproved guarantees,” 

Premier Poincare opened fire at 
Dun-Sur-Meuse. He spurned 
Stresemann’s offer in the following 
words: ' 

“Fixing the German debt and con- 
dition of payment wa@ éntrusted by 
the treaty of Versailles to a Rep- 
arations Commission, not to a new- 
tral commission or to an interna- 
tional committée of experts or to 
the League of Nations. The Freneh 
Government will not make. any 
more concessions, We hold pledges 
and shall keep them until we obtain 
satisfaction.” 

This is accepted here as Premier 
Poincare’s angwer to the Chancel- 
lor, thus barring the door to further 
negotiations before the breakdown 
of German resistance. Almoat iden- 
‘tical language was used in different 
parts of the country by Maginot, 
Minister of War; Manouray, Ministe 
of the Interior, and Popecindll 
Minister ‘of Labor. 

Stresemann'’s Offer. 
From a Belgian source the oor- 
respondent has obtained corifirma- 
tion of the fact that Stresemann 
had made a definite offer to Bel- 
gium and France before making his 
speech.

Squire, physician at Sing Sing

possible to revive life by the inj

HE first great authority on card 
T eames Edmund Hoyle, died in 
London 154 years ago. Hoyle’s 
peculiar genius won recognition in 
his lifetime, and the phrase, ‘“‘Ac- 


cording to Hoyle,” was already in 
| general use at the time of his death. 


His books on games were best sell- 
ers, and Hoyle realized more money 
from their sale than usually fell to 
the lot of authors in that period. 


His treatise on whist, first published 
in 1743, ran through five editions 
in one year, and Hoyle received 
about $5000 from the publisher. 
For a time Hoyle held a public of- 
fice in Ireland which paid him 
$3000 a year, although his duties 
required but a small part of his 
time. Hoyle also gave instructions 
in whist to the nobility and gentry, 
his charge being $5 per lesson.
